THE LEAGUE OF FRIENDSHIP. 
Where this master-mind halted, all stood 
still. The necessity for a permanent union 
was apparent, but each: State must have 
hold upon the bowstring which encircled its 
throat. It was admitted that union gave 
the machinery required to successfully fight 
the common enemy, ‘but yet there was fear 
that it might become a Frankenstein and 
destroy its creators. Thus patriotism and 
fear, difficulties of communication 
between distant communities, and 
the intense growth of provincial 
pride and interests, led this Congress to 
frame the Articles of Confederation, hap- 
pily termed the League of Friendship. The 
result was not a government, but a ghost. 
By this scheme the American people were 
ignored ana the Declaration of Independ- 
ence reversed. ‘The States, by their Lecis- 
latures, elected delegates- to Con .» and 
the delegate represented the sovereignty of 
his commonwealth. All the Stateshad an 
equal voice without regard to their. size or 
population. Itrequired the vgte of nine 
States to pass any bill, and five could block 
the wheels of Government. Congress’ had 
none of the powers essential to sovereignty. 
It could neither levy taxes nor impose 
duties nor collect excise, ‘For the support 
of the army and. navy, for the purposes. of 
war, for the ation - | 
tions,.it couid only call. upon*the States, 
but’ it: no» power to  en- 
force its demands. It had no Presi- 
dent or executive authority, no Snu- 
preme Court with general jurisdiction, and 
no national bg Each of the 13 States had 
seaports and levied discriminating duties 
against the others, and-could also tax and 
thus prohibit interstate commerce across its 
territory. Had the confederation been a 
union instead of a league, it eould have 
raised and equipped three times the num- 
ber of men contributed by reluctant States, 
and conquered independence without for- 
eign assistance. This paralyzed Govern- 
ment, without strength, because it cunjd 
not enforce its decrees; without credit, be- 
cause it could pledge nothing for the pay- 
ment of its debt; without respect, because 
without inherent authority; would, by its 
feeble life and early death, have added an- 
other to the historic tragedies which have 
‘in many lands marked the suppression of 
freedom, had it not been saved by the intel- 
ligent, inherited and invincible understand- 
ing of liberty by the people, and the genius 
and patriotism of their leaders. | 

WEAKNESS OF THE CONFEDERATION. ° 
- But while the perils of war had given 
temporary strength to the Confederation, 
peace devejoped its fatal weakness. It de- 
rived no authority from the people, and 
could not appeal to them.
